Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 13-15 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
allowability of the claims resides, at least in part, that the closest prior art of record 
Spira (US 2002/0035495 A1) does not disclose or suggest, alone or in combination the 
step of: 

Regarding independent claim 13, said centralized monitoring device includes 
said starting and stopping control devices for each of the power generation 
plants and an operator centralized monitor and operations unit connected to the 
starting and stopping control devices, and wherein the start and stop control 
devices are provided with start and stop control programs setting a control and 
operation sequence for starting and stopping for each of the power generation 
plants and timing management programs setting timings for start operation 
initiation and stop operation initiation in a number corresponding to the number 
of the power generation plants, in combination with the other elements and features 
of the claimed invention.
